JAKARTA,  Indonesia  (BP) 

—  Although  troops  prevent¬ 
ed  a  threatened  massacre  of 
Christian  refugees  in

idents  in  the  city  of  Tentena.  Thousands  of 
militia  fighters  armed  with  automatic 
weapons  rampaged  through  Christian  vil¬ 


lages  in  Central  Sulawesi,  burning  church¬ 
es  and  thousands  of  homes  ana  sending 
residents  fleeing. 

A  massacre  was  averted  when  the 
Indonesian  government  quickly  sent  about 
4,500  soldiers  to  the  predominantly 
Christian  city.  On  Christmas  Day,  members 
of  an  elite  police  unit  from  the  Indonesian 
army's  mobile  brigade  guarded  churches 
in  the  city. 

In  some  places,  members  of  Muslim 
organizations  helped  police  to  safeguard 
churches.  Tens  of  thousands  of  Christian 
refugees,  tjowever,  remain  without  shelter 
and  basic  necessities. 


On  Dec.  20,  Christian  and  Muslim 
groups  signed  a  peace  pact  designed  to 
end  three  years  of  hostilities  in  the  area. 
Militia  members  have  been  surrendering 
weapons  and  police  will  begin  a  major  dis¬ 
armament  effort  later  this  month. 

The  10-point  peace  accord,  the  fifth 
such  agreement  in  recent  years,  promises 
to  stop  all  fighting,  mediate  disputes  and 
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Dave  Thomas,  the  affable  founder  and 
pitch  man  for  the  Wendy's  chain  of 
restaurants,  died  of  liver  cancer  on 
January  8.  He  was  69  years  old.  His  life  is 
was  nothing  short  of  remarkable. 

A  child  of  the  Tireat  Depression,  Dave 
lov  ed  nothing  more  than  the  rare  opportu¬ 
nities  when  his  family  could  afford  to  eat  at 
restaurants.  As  a  youngster  he  dreamed  of 
owning  a  restaurant. 

Dave's  father  was  forced  to  move  fre¬ 
quently  in  search  of  work.  When  Dave  was 
15,  his  father  announced  that  the  family 
would  have  to  leave  their  home  in  Ft.  Wayne, 
Indiana,  and  relocate  to  a  new  job  site. 

Dave,  who  began  working  at 
restaurants  at  the  age  of  12  and  was 
working  full  time  at  a  local  Hobbv 
House  restaurant  by  that  time,  decid¬ 
ed  he  didn't  want  to  move  again.  His 
father  allowed  him  to  rent  a  room  at 
the  YMCA  and  stay  in  Ft.  Wayne. 

Shortly  after  the  family  left  town, 
Dave  figured  he  could  learn  more 
about  the  restaurant  business  from 
hands-on  experience  and  dropped 
out  of  school. 

Dave  joined  the  U.S.  Army  at  age 
H.  18  and  gained  valuable  training  as 
I  one  Of  the  voungest-ever  managers  of 
an  enlisted  men's  club.  After  his  dis¬ 
charge  from  the  Army,  he  returned  to 
his  job  at  Hobby’  House. 

In  1956  Dave's  boss  in  the  restaurant 
business,  Phil  Clauss,  began  to  invest  in  a 
new  kind  of  restaurant  —  an  early  fran¬ 
chising,  operation  that  specialized  in  one 
basic  product.  It  was  through  those  fran¬ 
chises  that  Dave  met  a  man  who  would 
have  a  dramatic  influence  on  his  life: 
Colonel  Harlan  Sanders,  originator  of  the 
Kentucky  Fried  Chicken  (RFC)  chain. 

By  1^62,  the  Clauss  KFC  restaurants 
were  in  deep  financial  trouble  and  sinking 
quickly.  Threatened  with  ruin,  Clauss  asked 
Thomas  to  go  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  try 
his  best  to  save  four  ailing  KFC  restaurants 
in  that  citv-  In  return,  Clauss  promised 
Thomas  a  45%  stake  in  the  restaurants  if  he 
could  turn  them  around. 


Dave  not  only  saved  the  restau¬ 
rants,  he  brought  in  enough  business 
to  pay  off  the  huge  indebtedness  that 
had  been  incurred  by  Clauss.  True  to 
his  word,  Clauss  gave  Thomas  45%  of  j- 
the  restaurants. 

He  never  gave  up  on  his  dream  of 
owning  his  own  chain  of  restaurants, 
however,  and  in  1969  he  opened  the 
first  Wendy's  —  named  for  nis  daugh¬ 
ter  —  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

In  the  first  100  months,  more  than 
1,000  Wendv's  restaurants  were  opened. 
Three  years  later,  the  number  reached 
2,000  restaurants.  There  are  now  more 
than  5,000  Wendy's  restaurants  around 
the  world,  grossing  more  than  eight  bil- 
liqn  dollars  last  year  alone. 

In  addition  to  his  Wendy's  business, 
Dave  was  a  tireless  crusader  for  chil¬ 
dren.  He  supported  a  number  of  chil¬ 
dren's  charities.  The  adoption  charities 
were  closest  to  his  heart,  however.  You 
see,  Dave  Thomas  had  been  adopted  at 
the  age  of  six  weeks.  He  never  knew 
his  biological  mother  or  father.  He  just 
knew  his  adoptive  parents  gave  him  a 
good  start  in  life  that  so  many  other 
children  needed. 

Hi's  efforts  were  recognized  bv 
several  U.S.  presidents,  and  he  testi¬ 
fied  before  the  U.S.  Congress  on 
adoption  rights  and  tax  breaks  for 
adopting  children. 

All  in  all,  Dave  Thomas  lived  his  life 
as  if  it  really  counted  for  something,  and  it 
did.  How  sad  it  is  to  contemplate  that  in 
another  day  and  time  —  our  time  —  Dave 
would  have  been  considered  expendable. 

Dave's  mother  would  have  been  told 
today  that  she  didn't  have  to  become  a 
mother.  She  would  have  been  told  that  the 
formless  blob  of  tissue  inside  her  wasn't  a 
real  baby  at  all.  She  would  have  been  told 
that  this  little  inconvenience  didn't  have  to 
interfere  with  her  lifestyle  or  education  or 
career.  She  would  have  been  advised  that 
there  was  any  easy  way  out. 

Chances  are  she  would  have  chosen  to 
end  Dave's  life  before  it  ever  began,  and 
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we  would  have  been  so  much  the  poorer 
for  his  early  demise.  / 

How  many  Dave  Thomases  nave  there 
been  among  the  tens  of  millions  of  babies 
killed  in  this  country  since  1973?  How 
many  doctors?  How  many  national  lead¬ 
ers?  How  many  pastors?  Slo  one  can  ever 
know  for  certain. 

One  thing  is  for  certain,  however:  We  are 
indeed  a  poorer  nation  for  having  allowed 
abortion  all  these  years. 

Our  prayers  go  with  you,  Dave,  and 
with  the  millions  just  like  you  we  never 
had  the  privilege  of  knowing.  Maybe  one 
day,  we'll  make  it  right.  Maybe. 
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On  September  11,  the 
United  States  of 
America  was  driven  to  her 
knees.  The  unbelievable 
unfolded  before  our  eyes. 

No  longer  were  acts  so  horri¬ 
ble  restricted  only  to  movie 
screens.  There  were  no  stunt 
men,  nor  was  it  mere  science 
fiction.  Flashing  across  our  tele¬ 
vision  screens  were  scenes  that 
screamed  at  us  that  for  some 
life  has  no  value. 

The  actions  of  the  terrorists 
said,  "My  cause,  my  will,  and 
my  desires  are  more  precious 
than  life  —  mine  or  yours." 

This  mentality  is  opposite 
the  Psalmist,  who  wrote,  "O 
Lord,  our  Lord,  how  excellent 
is  thev  name  in  all  the  earth! 
Who  hast  set  thy  glory  above 
the  heavens...  What  is  man,  that 
thou  are  mindful  of  him?  For 
thou  hast  made  him  a  little 
lower  than  the  angels,  and  hast 
crowned  him  with  glory  and 
honor"  (Psalm  8:1,  4-5). 

To  the  Psalmist,  mankind  is 
the  special  creation  of  God  and 
life  is  never  to  be  devalued. 

Our  society  has  a  difficult 
time  deciding  which  view  is 
correct.  1  saw  two  bumper 
stickers  that  reflect  different 
values  on  this  issue.  One  was  a 


pro-abortion  sticker  that  said, 
"Keep  vour  hands  off  my 
body"  The  other  depicted  a 
mother  and  child  with  the  cap¬ 
tion,"  Both  are  precious.  Love 
them!  Stop  abortion." 

In  America  polls  show  that 
over  60%  of  the  people  say 
abortion  is  murder,  but  about 
the  same  number  say  a  woman 
has  the  right  to  choose  whether 
her  child  lives  or  dies. 

Are  we  saying  it  is  all  right 
to  murder  our  own? 

Jim  Butler,  pastor  of  Trinity 
Church,  Southaven,  wrote  ah 
article  that  speaks  clearly  and 
pointedly  to  the  sacredness  of 
life  (excerpted  below): 

"On  September  11,  the  world 
watched  in  horror  as  terrorists 
took  over  four  commercial  jets 
and  used  them  as  tools  of 


death.  This  heartless  attack  on 
innocent  lives  brought  an  out¬ 
cry  heard  around  the  globe. 

TV  commentators  con¬ 
demned  those  who  could  hav  e 
had  such  a  low  opinion  of  life 
that  they  could  order  such 
attacks.  National  leaders  cried 
out  for  something  to  be  done. 

Yet,  who  cries  out  to  stop  the 
murder  of  4,400  unborn  babies 
every  day  in  America?  In  1973 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  ruled  in  Roe  v. 
Wade  and  Doe  v.  Bolton  that 
abortion  was  now  the  law  of 
the  land.  Since  those  rulings,  42 
million  precious  babies  nave 
been  destroyed  in  the  mother's 
womb.  This  makes  the  moth¬ 
er's  womb  the  most  dangerous 
place  on  earth  when  it  comes  to 
child  welfare  and  safety.  \ 


Life  isprecious,  whether  it  is 
the  life  ot  the  unborn,  the  fit,  or 
the  infirm.  It  is  time  for  the  out¬ 
cry  of  life  to  be  heard,  even  to 
our  nation's  capital.  Please  join 
vour  voice  with  ours!" 

You  and  vour  congregation 
can  join  in  the  urgent  cry.  The 
month  of  January  has  been  des¬ 
ignated  Sanctity  of  Human  Life 
Month  by  Southern  Baptists. 
Sanctity  of  Human  Life  Day  is 
Sunday,  January  20. 

If  all  of  us  would  join  our 
hearts  and  hands  together  and 
erv  out  to  God,  then  perhaps  we 
will  see  the  dav  when  abortion 
is  no  longer  the  law  of  the  land. 

Sanctity'  of  life  encompasses 
much  more  than  the  issue  of 
abortion.  Physician-assisted 
suicide,  domestic  violence,  and 
child  abuse  are  other  issues  that 
need  to  be  addressed  from  a 
biblical  perspective. 

I  often  thank  Cod  for  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  living  in  America,  but  are 
we"'as'Tivilized.  and  concerned 
about  life  as  we  claim  to  be?

High-level  press ujB 
on  die  Chinese  government  was  exerted  after  news  broke  in 
early  January  that  Shengliang  had  been  given  a  death  sentence 
in  a  Dec.  18  secret  trial  m  Hubei  province  on  charges  of  "com¬ 
plicity  in  rape"  and  "leading  an  evil  cult,"  Compass  Direct 
reported.  Sources  in  Beijing  confirmed  that  Gong  had  indeed 
not  been  put  to  death,  the  news  service  reported,  but  the  official 
reason  from  the  Chinese  Foreign  Ministry  was  that  Gong  had 
been  granted  a  period  of  several  months  to  appeal  the  death 
sentence.  High-level  sources  are  confident  that  Gong  will  have 
his  death  sentence  Commuted  to  imprisonment,  especially  as 
evidence  has  come  to  light  that  two  Women  whose  testimony 
was  used  to  convict  hftn  of  rape  were  forced  to  provide  false 
versions  of  events.  Compass  Direct  reported.  The  50,000-mem¬ 
ber  South  China  movement  is  one  of  many  spinoffs  from  the 
larger  Bom  Again  house  church  movement,  whose  founder  Xu 
Yongze  recently  served  three  years  in  jail.  The  evidence  against 
Gong  has  not  been  made  public,  and  some  evangelical  sources 
are  sKeptical  that  his  movement  is  a  cult  or  that  the  rape  charges 
are  well-founded.  Compass  Direct  reported.  "This  group  is  in 
big  trouble;  the  police  are  really  gunning  for  them,  a  Beijing 
house  church  pastor  told  Compass  Direct,  "but  I  don't  think 
they  are  particularly  bad.  They  may  be  a  bit  eccentric  in  some 
doctrines,  but  there  is  nothing  culhsh  about  them."  Sources  in 
Beijing  said  that  Gong's  reprieve  was  due  "in  a  significant  mea¬ 
sure"  to  the  pressure  exerted  by  U.S.  government  and  congres¬ 
sional  sources,  as  well  as  swift  publicity  by  agencies  sucn  as 
Compass  Direct  and  Freedom  House.  The  year  2002  is  expected 
to  be  a  difficult  year  for  those  house  churches  that  refuse  to  reg¬ 
ister  with  the  goverriment.  According  to  Compass  Direct,  evi¬ 
dence  suggests  that  the  multi-million-member  Bom  Again

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DICTATORS  AND  PUPPETS 

Editor: 

As  a  pastor,  I'm  deeply  apologetic  that 
Richard  Benton  apparently  experienced 
dominant  pastoral  leadership  in  the 
church  (December  13  letter  to  the  editor 
entitled.  Reminders). 

Questions  on  "pastoral  authority"  cause 
much  division  in  Baptist  churches  today. 
Two  basic  ungodly  pastoral  extremes  exist: 
dictators  ana  puppets.  Dictators  impose 
their  authority  but  reject  responsibility. 
Puppets  embrace  responsibility  but  exer¬ 
cise  no  authority  to  carry  it  out.  A  godly 
pastor  bears  scriptural  responsibility  while 
exercising  unaer  Christ's  authority. 
According  to  Scripture,  here's  some  gentle 
reminders  for  his  "Reminders": 

As  Christ  is  the  head,  God  appoints  pas¬ 
tors  as  under-shepherds  to  oversee  his  flock 
to  follow  Christ  (Eph.  3:7).  Though  account¬ 
able  to  congregations,  godlv  pastors  are 
ordained  ministers  of  Goa,  not  merely 
employees  of  the  church,  accountable  pri¬ 
marily  to  God  and  Scripture  as  his  only 
supervisor  (Heb.  13:17).  Scripturally  Christ's 
church  is  a  theocracy.  God-rule,  not  a  democ¬ 
racy,  majority-rule  (Eph.  1:22).  No  one  except 


God  is  always  right,  but  if  the  pastor  faithful¬ 
ly  preaches  the  Bible  and  not  nis  own  ideas, 
we  should  follow  accordingly  (Heb.  13:7). 
Every  person  has  equal  access  to  discovering 
God  s  vvill,  though  pastors  have  primary 
responsibility  for  leaning  the  churcn  in  his 
will  (Eph.  4:11-12).  Since  20%  of  members 
pay  80%  of  tithes,  pastors  over-encouraging 
financial  obligation  is  likely  not  the  proDlem 
(Mai.  3:10).  God  welcomes  Biblical  principles 
and  convictions  over  subjective  human  opin¬ 
ions  (2  Tim.  3:16).  "Deacon"  means  servant, 
not  decision-maker  (Acts  6:1-6).  Pastors  must 
respect  a  member's  right  to  his  opinion,  not 
necessarily  the  opinion  itself  if  unscriptural 
(John  17:17). 

If  successful  ministry  is  partly  determined 
by  how  he  gets  along  with  people,  then  was 
not  Jesus'  ministry  largely  a  failure?

Leading  them  are  a  man  and 
a  woman  whose  bright  smiles 
light  up  the  room. 

They  are  Thira  and  Montira 
Siengsukon,  marriage  and 
ministry  partners.  Both  are  of 
Chinese  descent  and  were 
reared  in  Thailand  in  their 
families'  Buddhist  traditions. 

They  were  both  saved  as 
teen-agers  at  Sacred  Light 
Churcn  in  Bangkok,  Thailand. 
The  two  were  youth  leaders  in 
that  church,  and  they  were 
married  there  on  Feb.  1,  1975. 

Even  thorr -names  are  signif¬ 
icant  -  Thira  means  "wise 
man"  and  Montira  means 
"heart  of  a  wise  man."  God  is 
using  this  unique  couple  to 
minister  on  the  other  side  of 
the  world  from  their  home 
country. 

For  19  vears,  the 
Siengsukons  have  been  minis¬ 
tering  to  Lao  people  in  the 
United  States.  Laos  and 
Thailand  have  experienced 
conflict  as  nations  for  manv 
years. 

"There  are  many  cultural 
differences  between  us  and  the 
Lao  people,  especially  since 
Montira  and  I  are  Chinese  by 
birth,"  Thira  says.  "However, 
we  enjoy  unity  with  the  Lao 
people  we  minister  to  because 
of  our  oneness  in  Christ." 

In  1983,  the  couple  helped 


start  the  Lao  mis¬ 
sion  at  Nall 
Avenue  Baptist 
Church  in  Prairie 
Village,  Kan., 
where  they  served 
for  11  years.  Thira 
still  serves  as  a  vol¬ 
unteer  consultant 
for  the  mission. 

Like  ripples 
from  a  stone 
tossed  in  a  pond; 
the  SiengsuTons' 
ministry  has  been 
expanding  over 
the  years. 

In  1988,  they 
began  the  Laotian 
School  of 

Theology  in  the 
basement  of  the 
Nall  Avenue 
Church  with  eight 
students  in  atten¬ 
dance. 

The  school 
became  a  part  of 
Midwestern 
Seminary  in 

Kansas  City,  Mo., 
and  recently  was 
renamed  the  Lao 
School  of  Ministry. 
It  has 
sites 


Thira  says, 
e  two  have  found 
a  vast  mission  field 
among  the  300,000  Lao 

Beople  residing  in  the 
United  States.  They 
have  left  behind  their 
own  culture  and 
immersed  themselves 
in  this  ministry.  ( 
However,  Lao  peo¬ 
ple  residing  in  the 
United  States  are  very 
open  to  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  "because 
of  their  experience  with 
Christians  in  refugee 
camps,"  Thira  says. 

Tnose  who  fled  Laos 
when  the  Communists 
took  over  in  1975 
ended  up  in  refugee 
camps,  including  the 
large  Southern  Baptist 
refugee  camp  in  the 
Philippines. 

A  crucial  need  is  for 
trained  Lao  Christian 
leaders,  and  this  is 
where  the  Lao  School 
of  Ministry  at

"They  need  these  courses 
because  they  don't  have  a  bib¬ 
lical  background,"  Thira  says. 

One  of  the  major  tasks  is  for 
the  Siengsukons  to  translate 
the  courses  into  Lao. 

Along  with  training  leaders 
for  Lao  churches  in  the  United 
States,  Thira  and  Montira  also 
are  training  the  people  to  be 
international  missionaries. 

When  Lao  people  living  in 
the  United  Suites  go  back  home 
for  a  visit  to  Laos,  thev  have 
opportunities  to  share  Christ. 

"People  in  Laos  see  tin.’  dif¬ 
ference  when  they  go  back, 
and  they  (native  Laotians) 
have  questions,"  Thira  points 
out.

Honor  the  sanctity  of 
human  life

Life!  God's  gracious  gift  to 
all.  We  are  appalled  at  the  loss 
of  thousands  of  lives  in  the  ter¬ 
rorist  attacks  on  the  World 
Trade  Center  and  Pentagon  on 
September  11,  2001.  Almost 
everybody  in  our  nation  and 
people  of  other  nations  are  still 
in  a  state  of  shock  that  any  per¬ 
son,  group,  or  nation  would 
dare  commit  such  a  crime. 

Yet,  according  to  available 
statistics,  since  Roe  vs.  Wade 
became  law  in  1973  millions 
of  babies  have  been  aborted 
under  the  protection  of  our 
laws.  For  the  most  part,  news 
media  are  indifferent,  and 
outside  the  Christian  commu¬ 


nity,  most  people  just 

take  this  method  of  murder  in 

stride. 

In  the  October  11-17,  2000, 
National  Weekly  Edition,  the 
Washington  Times  stated, 
"Since  Roe  vs.  Wade  became  a 
law  in  1973  there  have  been 
more  than  38  million  abor¬ 
tions...  more  than  4,000  a  day. 
Less  than  three  percent  of 
these  have  anything  to  do  with 
rape,  incest,  or  the  health  of 
the  mother.  For  the  most  part, 
these  babies  are  simply 
unwanted,  so  they  are  killed/ 

The  dictionary  defines 
euthanasia  as  "painless,  peace¬ 
ful  death,  the  deliberate  putting 
to  death,  in  an  easy,  painless 
way,  of  a  person  suffering  from 


an  incurable  and  agoniz¬ 
ing  disease." 

An  article  in  a  recent 
issue  of  The  Clarion 
Ledger  stated  that  a  can¬ 
cer  patient  "gathered  her 
husband,  two  adult  chil¬ 
dren,  and  friends  about 
her  ....  then  drank  a  glass 
of  lethal  drugs  dissolved 
in  water.  Within  minutes 
lW  the  67-year-old  cancer 
patient  stopped  breath¬ 
ing,  quietly  becoming  one  of 
more  than  90  Oregon  residents 
to  use  the  states  Death  with 
Dignity  law  since  voters 
approved  it  in  1997." 

According  to  this  article, 
Oregon  is  tne  only  state  that 
allows  physicians  to  help  has¬ 
ten,  the  death  of  terminally  ill 
patients,  and  the  law  has 
become  the  center  of  a  battle  of 
wills  between  Oregon  and  the 
Bush  administration  which 
opposes  the  practice;  it  also  stat¬ 
ed  that  last  month  U.  S. 
Attorney  ^General  John  Ashcroft 
said  the  federal  government 
would  suspend  or  revoke  the 
licenses  of  doctors  who  pre¬ 
scribe  federally  controlled 


drugs  to  patients  who  want  to 
use  them  to  die. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  The 
Baptist  Record,  an  item  noted 
that  Belgium  is  likely  to  become 
the  second  country  to  legalize 
euthanasia.  The  Belgium  senate 
recently  passed  a  bill  permitting 
euthanasia  by  a  44-23  vote. 
When  the  legislation  becomes 
law,  Belgium  will  join  the 
Netherlands  as  the  only  coun¬ 
tries  to  allow  doctors  to  end 
their  patients  lives  lawfully. 

According  to  God's  Word, 
life  is  a  gift  from  him.  "The 
Lord  Goa  formed  the  man 
from  the  dust  of  the  ground 
and  breathed  into  his  nostrils 
the  breath  of  life,  and  the  man 
became  a  living  being" 
(Genesis  2:7). 

We  are  God's  creation.  The 
psalmist  wrote,  "For  you  creat¬ 
ed  my  inmost  being;  you  knit 
me  together  in  my  mothers 
womb.  When  1  was  woven 
together  in  the  depths  of  the 
earth,  you  saw  iriy  unformed 
body.  All  the  days  ordained  for 
me  were  written  in  your  book 
before  one  of  them  came  to  be" 
(Psalm  139:13, 15b-16). 


God  had  a  plan  for  our  lives 
even  before  we  were  born. 
Listen  to  Jeremiah  the  prophet: 
"The  word  of  the  Lord  came  to 
me,  saying.  Before  I  formed  vou 
in  the  womb,  I  knew  you,  before 
you  were  bom  I  set  you  apart;  I 
appointed  you  a  prophet  to  the 
nations"  (Jeremian  1:  4-5). 

God  not  only  created  us;  he 
set  up  laws  by  which  we  are  to 
be  governed  if  we  would  enjoy 
the  life  he  has  given  us.  Among 
these  laws  is  one  that  states 
specifically,  "You  shall  not 
murder"  (Exodus  20:13).  This 
law,  along  with  the  other  nine 
commandments,  makes  up  the 
basic  laws  governing  our 
nation  today. 

In  the  centuries  since  he  cre¬ 
ated  the  entire  world  and 
declared  it  good,  God  has  not 
changed;  his  laws  have  not 
changed.  How  can  man  think 
he  has  the  right  to  take  a  life 
before  it  enters  the  world  in 
the  form  of  a  tiny  baby,  or  that 
he  has  the  right  to  end  a  life 
before  God  has  declared  that 
life  is  finished?

Family  Bible  Study 

Devalued  to  value 

Exodus  1:15-17,  20-22;  2:1-10;  Hebrews  11:23

Permit  me  to  get  straight  to 
the  point.  America  is  a  hand 
that  sheds  innocent  blood  (see 
Proverbs  6:16-19).  The  sin  of 
abortion  is  epidemic  in  our 
land.  According  to  our  own 
Mississippi  Baptist  Christian 
Action  Commission  in  1999 
there  were  3,878  Mississippi 
residents  who  had  an  abortion. 
Add  to  this  figure  3,486  abor¬ 
tions  performed  on  women 
traveling  to  Mississippi  from 
others  states  for  abortions  and 
you  clearly  see  the  epidemic. 

State  sanctioned  abortion  is 
nothing  new.  Twice  in  Scripture 
we  experience  pro-abortion 
leaders.  In  Exodus  1:15-22  we 
find  the  first  government  sanc¬ 
tioned  abortion  plan.  Pharaoh 
ordered  the  immediate  death  of 
all  Hebrew  baby  bovs.  This  is 
no  different  than  the  partial 


birth  abortion  proce¬ 
dure  heralded  by 
many  leaders  in  our  Barnett 
country. 

The  second  government  li 
sanctioned  abortion  plan  is  le 
found  in  the  New  Testament,  rr 
Herod's  abortion  edict  is  P 
recorded  in  Matthew  2:16.  It  is 
amazing  that  both  of  these  state  v\ 
sanctioned  abortion  plans  were  p 
activated  when  God  was  bring-  tl 
ing  forth  a  deliverer.  The  Devil  f« 
and  wicked  humanity  never  a: 
want  the  God  of  the  living  to  p 
bring  forth  life,  especially  life 
that  will  transform  the  world.  p 
What  does  the  Bible  say  V 
about  this  sin?  The  Bible  a 
answers  the  question  concern-  w 
ing  when  life  begins.  Jeremiah  y 
1 :5  speaks  of  God  knowing  and  si 
ordaining  the  prophet  before  he  f< 
was  conceived  in  his  mother's  a 
womb. 

In  God's  view  life  begins  at  e 


his  ordination.  The  abor¬ 
tionists  commit  a  pre¬ 
sumptuous  sin  in  that 
thev  ignore  God's  fore- 
orclination  and  work 
contrary  to  his  life-pro¬ 
ducing  power. 

The  Bible  also  gives 
us  an  example  of  how  to 
work  toward  a  pro-life 
society.  In  Exodus  1:15- 
2:10  w’e  find  several  pro¬ 
life  advocates.  In  the  text  we 
learn  a  valuable  truth  that 
many  deny.  Notice  that 
Pharaoh  was*  pro-abortion. 

However,  the  Hebrew  mid¬ 
wives,  Shiprah  and  Puah,  were 
pro-life.  Tney  were  joined  in 
their  pro-life  stance  bv  Moses' 
family.  Pharaoh's  daughter, 
and  no  doubt  all  the  babies  and 
parents  among  the  Hebrews. 

There  is  no  such  stand  as 
pro-choice  stand  in  our  text.  • 
You  are  either  pro-life  or  pro¬ 
abortion.  If  you  claim  that  you 
would  not  have  an  abortion 
yourself,  but  you  think  it 
should  be  an  available  choice 
for  others,  then  you  are  pro¬ 
abortion. 

Pro-choice  is  a  myth  fabricat¬ 
ed  to  avoid  accountability. 


There  are  two  sides  in  this 
national  debate  not  three. 
Where  do  you  stand? 

Another  lesson  from  the 
Bible  is  that  action  can  be  taken. 
The  pro-life  advocates  of  our 
text  took  action  to  preserve  life. 
Hebrews  11:23  tells  us  that 
Moses'  parents  acted  in  faith. 

They  knew  God's  view  of 
life  and  obeyed.  The  midwives 
are  the  heroines  of  the  pro-life 
movement.  They  risked  their 
lives  before  Pharaoh  and 
refused  to  participate  in  the 
killing  of  babies.  Pharaoh's 
daughter  had  compassion  and 
cared  for  the  baby. 

These  ancient  pro-lifers  are 
examples  for  us.  There  are 
some  things  we  can  do.  First 
and  foremost  is  to  teach  our 
children  at  home  the  tenets  of 
biblical  morality  and  sexuality. 

The  church  also  can  preach 
and  teach  biblical  purity.  This 
will  enforce  the  truth  that  sex  is 
reserved  for  marriage  and  per¬ 
haps  save  a  young  person  from 
using  abortion  as  a  form  of 
birth  control. 

We  can  also  win  people  to 
Jesus.  The  Gospel  will  trans¬ 
form  people's  lives  and  ulti¬ 


mately  could  prevent  a  life¬ 
style  or  world-view  that  would 
favor  abortion. 

Another  action  is  to  support 
Christ-centered  crisis  pregnan¬ 
cy  centers,  which  are  now’ 
under  attack  in  our  country  by 
the  abortionists.  Financial  and 
voluntary  support  is  much 
needed  by  these  centers  that 
help  provide  alternatives  to 
abortion  such,  as  adoption 
among  others.  Believers  can 
write  their  legislators  and 
demand  they  vote  pro-life. 

I  mention  one  more  endeav¬ 
or  the  church  must  be  involved 
in.  We  must  offer  our  hearts 
and  hands  to  people  who  have 
been  victimized  by  abortion. 

We  must  stand  against  abor¬ 
tion  with  great  conviction,  but 
we  must  also  stand  for  the  vic¬ 
tims  with  graceful  compassion. 
The  babies  are  not  the  only  vic¬ 
tims.  The  young  women  and 
even  the  fathers  fall  victim  as 
well.  They  need  the  mercy  of 
Christ.  They  can  mature  in  the 
faith  and  become  the  greatest 
advocates  of  the  sanctity  of 
human  life.
